"Semi-off ioial Issues" 

Th«' Guide Seek of Wooden Money ueee this category for pieces issued by individuals, 
business establishments, or unknown persons for specific celebrations in a town, city, er 
state. Due to incomplete and inaccurate information some pieoes are classified improperly. 
The following are listed for New Hampshire in this section; 

1963, issued by the poultry industry for the 340th anniversary of the state. The 
obverse of this variety is illustrated on the inside cover of the next Nonegon at the 
right of fourth row, featuring the Old Man of the Mountains with state motto. Reverse 
reads "Something Superior for Your Interior" around top; "EAT/NEW HAMPSHIRE/1GGS/ for 
Vim-Vigor-Vitality". Principle distribution was as a give-away at Eastern States Exhi- 
bition in Springfield, Mass, in the New u ampshire Building. 

1966, Contoooook, Hopkinten Fair Golden Jubilee. A standard die obverse showing 
a clown as illustrated in next Nonagon was used with reverse "HOPKINTON FAIR/Contooeook, 
N.H./ REDEEMABLE AT FAIR/ Sept. 3-6, 1965/ A GRFAT/ COUNTRY FAIR/ GOLDEN JUBILEE". The 
set of 5 oolors, red, green, blue, brown, and purple were sold for 50/. Now soaroe. 

Others that probably shold some in this section are the 1965 Conway issue and at 
least the anonymous brown pieces of the 1965 Concord bicentennial; also the Rochester 
1972 issue, ana perhaps the merchant's varieties of Henniker, Nottingham, Loudon, Rinflge, 
and Northwood. Probably at least one of the Tilton varieties snoulo belong here. Where 
merchant's varieties were issued in a set by the anniversary oommittee they have claim 

to official status.

The thir* section of the "Guide Book of Wooden Money" lists in this section the 
lMb2 Cheshire County Numismatic Assn, issue shown in last winter's Nonagon and the 5

WAYNE RICH/ CONCORD, N.H," . Possibly unique "errors" exist with same reverse combined 
with (i) the common stock die with "Wooden Nickel" above Indian in circle; (2) blank- 
and (a) "ALAMO BEACH, GOOD F0R/$20/0N LOT PRICE/MEDINA LAKE". 

1W64, Stock die similar to above but "FACE bp VALUE" below Indian in headdress. 
Reverse: TRI-STATE COLLECTORS' EXHIBITION" around top; "MOV./ 7 ft 8/ 1964/C0NC0FD,/N.H. " 
This first of 12 annual issues is now rare, one of the "keys" to a oompiete set. 

The 1966 set listed with Conoord Bicentennial issues is also rare now. 

1966 Tri-State issue in green and red used the Old Man of the Mountains design shown at 
top lett in next Nonagon, This was takfen from an envelope cornercard. Reverse read: 
"TRI-STATE COLLECTORS' EXHIBITION/ OCT./ 32*2*/ 1866/ CONCORD,/ N.H,/ WBODEN/ NICKEL". 

1967 Tri-State iesue issued in red and black used similar reverse with dates "Oct. 21 
4 22, 1967, The obverse shown second in next issue of Nonagon was used. The 3ru Obverse 
shown was used in 1968 with reverse dates changed to "Oot. 26 ft 27, 1968" . Colors were 
again red and black. 1967 and 1968 issues are available.

Franklin Pieree was featured on the 1969 Tri-State issue in red and black with dates 
Oct. 25 4 26, 1969. This issue commemorating the centennial of Pierce's death was popular 
and now re re. The 1970 issue showed a facsimile of a New Hampshire celonial coin with 
pine-tree and "AMERICAN LIBERTY". Colors were red and purple with dates "Sept. 26 ft 27, 
1970". The lbth Tri-State show featured our 16th President, Abraham Lincoln, Issued in’ 
red and black with dates "Oct. 23 ft 24, 1971, George McGovern and Richard Nixon were 
in red and blue respectively ifa the 1972 issues with dates "Oct. 14 ft 16, 1972. The 
197b issue was the } irst with 4 colors, red, blue, green, and brown featuring a facsimile 
of the only New ampshire Civil War store care of A. W. Gale. 1970 thru 197b issues are 
available • 

The 1974 Tri-State issue featured a half penny 0 f William and Mary with "Fort 
William and Mary Captured, 1774. Dates were Oct. 19 ft 20, ,1974. The 250 sets of four, 
rect, gree*,blue, and brown were sold out. The 1975 issue carries on the story of 
New Hampshire participation in the Revolution with design showinr caDtured powder fresn 
Fort Wiliiam and Mary being hadled by ox cart to Bunker Hill. The 260rddti .of 4 dolors 
sell for 50^ a set. 


New Ampshire Numismatic Association issued wooden nickels In 1966 through 1968. 

The 1966 iddue in purple and green used an Old Man of the Mountain obverse used in 1865 
for the off id id 1 Concord Bicentennial red variety with "GENUINE ONE WOODEN NICKEL". 
Reverse "4th ANNUAL N.H.N.A. CONVENTION/ BERKSHIRE/ COUNTRY INN/ Jet. Rt.iOiA ft RT. b 
Bypass/ April 16-17, 1966/ Mott/ Nashua Coin Club". The 1967 issue, also grao* •■drwurple 
used same obverse as 1967 Tri-state ( (©Id Man of the Mountains with motto under chin) . 
Reverse read "5TH ANNUAL N.H.N.A. CONVENTION/ BERKSHIRE/COUNTRY INN/ JCT. RT. 101A ft/ 
DANIEL WEBSTER HWY./e April 29-30, 1967 */ HOST/ NASHUA COIN CLUB". The 1968 issue * 

again in purple and green, was larger, about 2 inches in diameter with N.H.N.A. seal 
used as the obverse. Reverse similar to 1967 but "6th" instead of "6th" and "WOODEN 
DOLLAR" at bottom, "MARC|I bO-bl, 1968/ NASHUA COIN CLUB/ HOST" above. Getting scarce.
